Two-Thirds of San Francisco is Now Reduced to Smouldering Ruins1 
Fires Fanned by the Brisk Winds Have Broken Out Again And 
Other Third of the City is Doomed to the Same Fate— 
Inhabitants May Soon Be Driven Into the Sea. 


RATIONS NEEDED ^OR 300,000 PEOPLE

Oakland).—Two-thirds of the city 
reduced to charred ruins, the 
other third doomed to the same 
fate, 200,000 people hungry and 
without even water to slake their 
parched throats as they flee be 
fore the flames. 
This is San 
Francisco’s fate. 
Worse than this the end is not 
in sight. 
The only law that exists is the 
law of the bayonet and the rifle. 
The soldiery are shooting down 
thieves and vandals as they would 
dogs. 
When a 
soldier’s bad 
marksmanship allowed one vandal 
to escape the bayonet of another 
did the work. 
AH effort* of the firemen to 
fight the flames have been aban­ 
doned. 
Water—there is none, 
and the apparatus is useless. The 
finality of hopelessness in saving 
properly when the supply of dy­ 
namite gave out with which to 
blow up buildings. 
Communication with the out­ 
side world was not much better 
today than the day the tires start­ 
ed. 
The telegraph companies op­ 
erated from Oakland with a tug 
service across the bay and declin­ 
ed to accept private messages. 
The Oakland slips were throng­ 
ed with a crowd of frantic men 
and women seeking word of miss­ 
ing relatives. 
A few people es­ 
caped southward on the Coast 
Line. 
Late tonight the deputy chief 
of the fire department wired Gen 
eral Manager Baker of the Postal 
Telegraph Company that the fire 
was gaining headway, gathering 
force and spreading. 
“Three hundred thousand peo­ 
ple will be hom eless,” said the 
fireman, “and by Saturday San 
Francisco will be an ash heap.” 
The United States subtreasury 
has been destroyed and a fight is 
being made for the mint, which 
contains $35,000,000, and is sur­ 
rounded by flames. 


Estimates of property loss leap­ 
ed tonight from $200,000,000 to 
$300,000,000 as the lire continued 
to burn.

GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION 


Oakland, 
Cal., April 19.—A 
newspaper man who crossed the 
bay late this afternoon gives the 
following graphic description of 
the destruction of San Francisco: 
‘San Francisco is a city of 
ruins. 
“There is no pen that can de­ 
scribe the scene of desolation left 
in the wake of the terrible disaster 
that has overtaken it. What made 
San Francisco famous is nothing 
but htaps of smoldering debris. 
Its magnificent buildings, its mar­ 
kets, its gay and happy throngs 
are no more. 
Its inhabitants are 
fleeing from it as though from a 
dread pestilence. 
The ferries are 
taking their thousands at every 
trip. 
The boats running in every 
direction are loaded to the water 
line with fleeing people. 
“East street presents a scene 
the rout of an army never equal­ 
led for its disorder 
Extending 
along the waf^r front it is the 
only means of ncces* to the fer 
ries. 
It is the one highway along 
which the rich and pcs»r, old and 
young, with their bedding and 
worldly possessions tied up in 
every sort of odd package-, are 
making their way. 
The scene 
beggar** description and the pen 
of a Hugo or Tolstoi would be 
unequal to give an adequate idea 
of it. 
“And, ob, the loss of it! 
The 
awful isolation and waste of what 
men in this world set store by. 
The lose is untold and the effects 
will be far reaching. 
The insur­ 
ance companies are threatened 
with a loss probably equaled only 
by the great fire at Chicago. 
“And the fire is still raging. 
At six o’clock it i* burning with 
unrestrained fury.

Washington, April 
20.—Mr.

As one man may block all 
unanimous consent 
legislation 
the cooperation of his party is not 
necessary to carry out his pur­ 
poses. 
But for the more effective 
filibuster, that of demanding a 
roll call on every 
proposition, 
one-fifth of the membership is 
required and this would make 
some party concert necessary. 
$o far Mr. Williams has taken no 
step to bring about such concert 
of action. 
Tnere is some difference of 
opinion as to how much effect 
such a fill bu ter 
will have. 
It 
would virtually put a stop to the 
private pension bill business, bat 
with the 580 passed Tuesday not 
many remain to be disposed of, 
and, therefore, there would not 
be a great deal of gnashing of 
teeth if the remainder were kept 
in committee.

Estimates of property loss leap- 


ed tonight from $200,000,000 to 
$300,000,000 as the fire continued 
to burn. There are no accurate 
figures available.

ably be 2,000 and the latter 20,

Washington, April 
20.—Mr. 


Williams served notice on the re- 
publicans of the house that there 
would be no-more legislatiop by 
unanimous consent until a confer- 
ence report on the statehood bill 
is brought in. 


As o'ne man may block all 


unanimous consent 
legislation 


the cooperation of his party is not 
necessary to carry out his pur- 
poses. But for the more effective 
filibuster, that of demanding a 
roll call on every 
proposition, 


one-fifth of the membership is 
required and this would make 
some party concert necessary. 
So far Mr. Williams has taken no 
step to bring about such concert 
of action. 


There is some difference of 


opinion as to how much effect 
such a filibuter will have. It 
would virtually put a stop to the 
private pension bill business, but 
with the 500 passed Tuesday not 
many remain to be disposed of, 
and, therefore, there would not 
be a great deal of gnashing of 
teeth if the remainder were kept 
in committee. The more import- 
ant measures could not be blocked 
in this way for the committee on 
rules will provide for them. But 
if the minority as a whole should 
resolve to demand a roll call on 
every proposition submitted the 
republicans would be hard put, 
for it takes forty minutes to call 
the roll.

Alfred Grunwedel,

directors of the Berlin Museum of 
Ethnology, to Turf an, in the extieme 
east of Chinese Turkestan, says a 
writer in Harper's Magazine. 


The great find at Turfan consists 


of the enormous number of about 800 
fragments of manuscripts, more 
or 


less extensive, written in an alphabet 
which is a modification of the Syriac 
script that goes under the name of 
Estraggelo. The modifications of this 
alphabet are quite serious. 
Some of 


the 
Syriac letters 
are 
wanting; 


others are modified in form, and there 
are also some new letters. 


These manuscripts are written for 


the most part on paper, but one is on 
silk and a few are on 
white kid 


These last were found In old shoes, 
oeing cut into the shape of a foot and 
laid on the Inner soles of the shoes 
so as to strengthen the foundation' 
They are all written carefully and dis- 
tinctly, with calligraphic chapter ini- 
tials. Each page, in the manner of 
modern books, has at the top a head- 
Ing, stating the contents of the page 
in yellow, green, blue or red. Some 
few contain miniatures of exquisite 
workmanship. The lines are in gen- 
eral very short; this is a noticeable 
peculiaiity of the entire collection.

Abel Ander- 
son, Cboctaw Indian, died in May, 
1903. willinur all his property.in- 
eluding his right to allotment, to 
Victor Hulen.

Thompson and Melindy McElrov, 
sole heirs 
of 
the 
deceased, 


brought an ejectment suit to re- 
cover the land. In answer the 
defendants set np title *x> the land 
by'will, to which a demurer was 
filed, rai»inp; the question as to 
the right of a Choctaw Indian to 
will hi« allotment, -xnd Judge 
Dickerson sustained the demurer 
and laid down the r»rmeiple that 
a Choctaw or Chickasaw Indian 
can not allienate has allotment 
by wili. This is the fir-t decision 
of the kind rendered in the Chick- 
asaw Nation. 


Judge Raymond had previously 


ruled that it applied in the Creek 
Nation, and Judge Parker's re- 
cent -decision that it was applica- 
ble to the Quapaw attracted wide 
attention.

In the Creole Quarter 


Picturesque Section of New Orleans Like a Bit of Old 


France—Manners and Customs Modeled on Paris 


(Special Correspondence.) 


fft********************************** ***************** 


The old French quarter at New Or- 


leans ia a city of balconies and gal- 
leries. Following out the architecture 
of the older French cities, the second 
story of home and shop protrudes just 
a trifle, and then from it extends a 
balcony—of 
iron 
always—and sup- 


ported by a series of iron pillars along 
the curb. Each balcony vies with its 
neighbor in its ornamental railings, 
and the scene presented Is picturesque* 
tor its hodge-podge. 


Beneath these porticos the side- 


walk, narrow, vobbled, disintegrating, 
0tretch.es through the Quartier Latin. 
All US length there are little shops, 
Just such as one looks for in old 
Parts. 


Being French—or better, Creole— 


all the population walk in the street. 


Nor is there the attempt at defraud- 


ing the customer on the French mar- 
ket. 
Lettuce, endive and the com- 


moner variety la sold, not with the 
leaf turned toward the purchaser— 
just the opposite. Each bunch of let- 
tuce is placed head down in the basket 
that the stems, of which the Creole 
are so fond, may be exposed to view. 
Side by side, in concentric circles, 
there are these bunches of lettuce, a 
striking contrast to the hodge-podge 
of our own market baskets. 


Other Queer Customs. 


One would linger long on the 


French market, but time is fleeting., 
All the French quarter is open to ex- 
ploration before us. 


A milk cart rattles 
by—unique 


Home of the Sidneys 


Ludlow Castle in Shropshire for Centuries the Seat 


of Famous English Family—Now a Ruin 


(Special Correspondence.) 


In the French Quarter. 


unless this becomes 
choked with 


wagons, and then they take to the 
sidewalks 
The street is of asphalt, 


but muddy and dirty. Under the damp 
of this southern climate, 
asphalt 


softens readily and the travel does 
the rest. 


From the highway the life of the 


gay French quarter unfolds. 
Here 


••its a vender of bouquets—lilies of 
the valley, violets, roses. Beyond Is 
a shop of dominoa and masks, of 
spangles and network for the carnival 
time. The shop windows protrude just 
•a bit beyond the walls of the build- 
Ings, but they are bright and clean 
and their modern 
wares 
contrast 


strangely with the surroundings. 


A Mania for Oysters. 


One thing one cannot fail to note 


before he has been long in the French 
quarter and that is the fondness for 
oysters. Everywhere, along the walks 
are great baskets of oysters. Nor are 
these thrown In any wise, as are the 
oysters in the north. That would not 
be French fashion. Instead, on the top 
of each barrel, the shells are piled in 
a neat pyramid, topped with one great 
luscious bivalve. 


Down on the French market this 


love for nicety goes to interesting ex- 
tremes 
The 
French 
market 
is 


modeled after that of Paris 
There 


are two long arcades, roofed over, 
and 
their 
pillars, 
surrounded by 


square platforms On these stands oil 
cloth is tacked and this kept Immacu- 


Typical Quartier Latin, 


lately white. Not even the Dutch take 
such pains as this with their market. 


At one end the market, where the 


negresses gather while the missus 
•does the buying, there are the coffee 
stands with urns of heavy polished 
«opper. Just beyqnd, the meat booths 
stretch deep into the market. Meat in 
these may not rest upon the stands, 
iclean as they are—far from it 
In- 


jrtead. heavy iron skewers are thrust 
|n countless numbers through the 
yneat and tor an inch or two beyond, 
land upon these supports the meat la 
Jbeld for that distance above tba 
board*. 


among milk carts of the country It is 
a buggy, pure and simple, but resting 
higher from the ground than any bug- 
gy we have seen before. Only the ve- 
hicle is just a bit more dilapidated 
than most buggies with which 
we 


have hitherto been acquainted. In the 
front are two great copper cans of 
milk, strapped tightly to the dash- 
board. Milk wagons are everywhere 
in the French quarter—a feature of 
the place. 


Vanity Is characteristic of the Cre- 


ole, and with the men this finds Its 
outlet in the barber shops. Poor old 
Quartier Latin stands sadly In need 
of paint, but the barbersx are lavish 
with pigments. The two poles sap- 
porting the balcony over a basher 
shop are painted in the red and whit* 
band work. Not alone that, but th* 
entire street front of the shop la done 
in a zigzag pattern of these color*. 


The chestnut seller is another fea> 


ture of life in the French quarter.- He, 
with his singing, sizzing oven; th* 
strawberry vender, and the 
woman, 


with the comforter around her head, 
and the copies of L'lllustratlon, and 
Figaro for sale. 


The Old French Theaters. 


Three times a week the 
Creoles 


turn out for French opera at the old. 
French opera house. To one who has 
not visited France, the building is a 
curiosity. One passes up the stairs 
from the street to enter, not the lob- 
by, but the office of the "Dlrecteur," to 
right and left of which the stairs lead 
up to floors above. 
One does not 


speak of balcony and gallery here, but 
of stages or stories, and as one sees 
these stories from the rear on his 
climb to the top, they are mere doors 
of dark wood, opening to little boxes, 
much as are the doors to the tele- 
phone cabinets elsewhere 
Programs 


here, however, are in English, a con- 
cession to the 
non-Creole 
visitor. 


There are the knocks of the stage 
manager, behind the scenes before the 
rising of each curtain, there is the 
low hiss for silence when some on- 
looker lets his enthusiasm get the 
best of him; there is the stamping of 
feet by all the house when an inter- 
mission is too prolonged. Things are 
French throughout here at the opera 
house 


After the opera, the Creole takes his 


family to the cafes 
One passes 


through a beer garden—we should so 
term it, at least, to those who are lo- 
cated far in the rear of the dining- 
room. Then there are oysters once 
again, and the absinthe, or the liquors 
of France 


Here, too, gather the wits of the 


French quarter. 
They chat or else 


read the papers, mounted on the same 
heavy bars that one finds in Paris 
itself. 


Younger folks go to the balls—cali- 


co balls, dress balls, masques—there 
is always something doing in the 
French quarter after midnight. 


And yet on the surface, the section 


is quiet. The narrow streets are dark 
and still, and the arc lights' rays pen- 
etrate but feebly. Now and then some 
creature of the demi-monde flits by, 
the hawk in stealthy pursuit. But the 
Creoles are not of this; they resent It 


"It is the foreign invasion," they 


say, "of our Latia quartos." 


There are some people who can 


charm us as easily across the cen 
turiea as they could across the tea- 
table. One of these is Sir Philip Sid- 
ney, whose "sweet attractive klnde of 
grace" has lost little of its power 
since days when his friends found 
"continuall comfort in his face." 


There are perhaps more memories 


stored In Ludlow, the home of the Sid- 
neys in Shropshire, than in any other 
of that long row of castles that guard- 
ed the Welsh border. In very early 
days history claimed it for her own, 
and romance took liberties with it 
Every ruined room has its ghost, even 
if it has no floor—and one must not 
expect everything in one room. Kings 
have besieged it, princes have lived 
in it, women have loved in it, from 
the time when Roger de Lad raised 
its Norman keep to the -day that 
George 
I. made it 
uninhabitable 


Many ages and many bands have left 
their mark upon it the round chapel 
was built by Joce de Dinan in Steph 
en's time, the state rooms date from 
the fourteenth century, the 
lovely 


doorway in the keep was added in 
in Henry VIII's days, the fireplaces 
are Elizabethan. Sir 
Henry Sidney 


bad a very high ideal of his duty to 
wards this castle of the Lords Presi 
dem, and left It better than he found 
tt. He seems to have been untiring 
in his buildings and repalrings, his 
wails "of lyme and of stone," his "fay 
re lardge stone bridge," his painting at 
the chapel, his wainscoting and floor- 
ing, and his "fayre tennys corte " The 
stables were built by his son-in-law 
and successor Lord Pembroke, whose 
wife was the famous "Sidney's sister 
Pembroke's mother," for whom the 
"Arcadia" was written by her brother 
Philip. 


The Ghosts of Ludlow. 


Philip cannot have been much at 


Ludlow, I think. His short life was 
full 
of 
Incident, full 
of 
change 


Shrewsbury, Oxford, travels for pleas 
ure and politics, and the Queen's 
somewhat exacting appreciation of his 
company, left him little time for "go 
ing a mothering." 
And he loved to 


be at Wilton, too, his sister's place 
Vet there must have been times when 
he joined his parents in their stately 
life among the grey towers and the 
ghosts of Ludlow, adding one more 
romantic memory to its romances, and 
enjoying its magnificence in bis grave 
way. Simple-hearted as he was, he 
took a calm pleasure in pomps, and 
was not altogether averse to vanities 
At Elizabeth's court he entered tbor 
oughly into the spirit of the thing, ex 
changing gifts and compliments with 
the Queen's Majesty like any other 
young blade, as though he bad never 
been famed for his "staledness" at 
the age of eleven 
He gave her a 


cambric smock edged with gold lace 
a waistcoat of white sarcenet, and a 
jewel of gold garnished 
with 
dia 


monds. She gave him, not only gifts 
of gold plate, but even the red-gold 
of her hair—more precious doubtless, 
than the other. 


Famous Inns. 


Not only the castle but the whole of 


Ludlow town Is filled with memories 
of the council of which Sir Henry 
was president for so long. That fa 
tnous inn, "The Feathers'—said to 
bave been the house of one of the 
lords justices has a very proper sense 
of its own charms of timber and carv- 
ing, and the matter of furniture brave- 
ly lives up to Its paneled rooms and 
moulded ceilings. 
Better than any 


horse-d'aeuvre is the dark oak of the 
coffee room, the paneled walls, the old 
sideboards, the carved and Inlaid fire 
place with the initials of Jacobus Rex 
The coats of arms of some of the 
presidents are to be seen on the walls

OLD MANUSCRIPTS IN LEATHER. 


They Are Remnants of the Long-Lost 


Manichean Literature. 


In 1903 the Geiman government 


sent an expedition under the lead of 
Dr Alfred Grunwedel, 
one of 
the 


directors of the Berlin Museum of 
Ethnology, to Turf an, In the extieme 
east of Chinese Turkestan, says a 
writer in Harper's Magazine. 


The great find af Turf an consists 


of the enormous number of about 800 
fragments of manuscripts, more 
or 


less extensive, written in an alphabet 
which is a modification of the Syriac 
script that goes under the name of 
Estraggelo. The modifications of this 
alphabet are quite serious. Some of 
the 
Syriac letters 
are wanting; 


others are modified in form, and there 
are also some new letters. 


These manuscripts are written for 


the most part on paper, but one is on 
silk and a few are on 
white kid 


These last were found In old shoes, 
oeing cut into the shape of a foot and 
laid on the inner soles of the shoes, 
so as to strengthen the foundation 
They are all written carefully and dis- 
tinctly, with calligraphic chapter ini- 
tials. Each page, in the manner of 
modern books, has at the top a head- 
Ing, stating the contents of the page, 
in yellow, green, blue or red. Some 
few contain miniatures of exquisite 
workmanship. The lines are in gen- 
eral very short; this is a noticeable 
peculiarity of the entire collection. 


The texts are throughout of Mani- 


chean origin; the 800 fragments are 
remnants of the long-lost Manichean 
literature 
Such as they are they con 


tain the sole remnants of the Mani- 
chean Bible 
Our knowledge of Manl 


and the Manicheans up to this time 
was at second hand, reports of orien-

In the eyes of some women, who are 


neither housewives 
by nature nor 


blessed with substantial means, the 
management of a household is a duty 
principally made up of worries. 


In* Egypt, however, if one has sense 


of humor, one is largely helped over 
minor difficulties of housekeeping by 
the ludicrous occurrences which are 
part of one's daily life; but the sense 
of humor is really a necessity. The 
woman who lacked it and expected 
her menage in that country to nm on 
conventional lines, would have to set- 
tle down to a life of worry and her 
face would be wrinkled and her hair 
grow gray in a fortnight. 


Servants, to begin with, in the aver- 


age Anglo-Egyptian house are natives, 
generally of the Berber! tribe, and 
very good servants on the whole they 
make. But in taking up the reins of 
such an establishment one must neces- 
sarily drop many of one's precon- 
ceived notions and can only learn by 
experience how best to manage it. 


I 
had 
considerable difficulties to 


face when I began a sojourn of two 
years in the land of Egypt, as I was 
perfectly inexperienced both in cook- 
Ing and in the Interior economy of 
tbe household—in short, totally Ig- 
norant of the art of management, ray 
only fixed idea being a desire to learn 
and not to be "done" by that same ig- 
norance. 


Our Indoor servants, who slept out 


of the house and fed themselves, were 
five in number 
All, the cook, was a 


dark, shifty-looking scoundrel, with a 
bang-dog expression 
His looks, how- 


ever, were the worst part of him, for 
he turned out a treasure Iti his own 
way. 
There were two suffragts, or 


butlers, Abdool, the head one, having 
been my husband's personal servant 
for many yeara and being presumably 
devoted to him. The "housemaid" 
was a quiet, docile young man about 
six feet high, the only Egyptian in 
the house, the others all being Ber 
beri. A wooly-headed cook's boy, or 
marmiton, named Mahmud, completed 
the menage. 


Cook Master of Situation. 


The first conclusion I came to was 


that in catering for the household one 
must be to a great extent 
in 
the 


bands of one's cook. No tradesmen 
call In Egypt, and, with the excep- 
tion of the bread which is supplied 
by European bakers, everything must 
be bought in the market. 
It ia im- 


possible, or rather useless, to go out 
oneself to inspect and ask the price 
of meat, vegetables, etc. To a Euro- 
pean there is one price, to a native 
another. For this reason nobody ex- 
cept those who can afford to pay more 
than is necessary for their food go in 
for European cooks 
They are a lux- 


ury and much envied, but they are 
inevitably cheated more or less in the 
market, whereas a native need pay 
no more than the proper value for 
what the buys. I do not deny that he 
generally thinks himself entitled to 
put on an extra piastre here and there 
in the book he presents to you weekly 
but that one much expect. Even with 
what he makes out of you he costs 
you leas than would a European, who, 
however honest he may be, is unable 
to cope with the cunning of an ori- 
ental market. 


The cook had no idea of proportion, 


and I well remember my first meal in 
the country. I had just arrived, and 
we sat down to a tete-a-tete dinner. ! 
which had of necessity been left to the ' 


should be served. It was All's way to 
throw things into a dish without any 
attempt at arrangement or neatness, 
so I instructed him to ask Abdool tor 
a clean fish napkin, fold it neatly, 
place It In the dish and arrange the 
patties upon It. All was willing, bat 
anxious as to how he should told the- 
napkin. 


"Like this," I said; and seizing a 


kitchen rubber which lay near, I fold- 
ed it up in the approved way. 


Of course I should bave sought 


Abdool. obtained a napkin and given 
a 
demonstration 
with that, as I 


learned to my cost when, a few min- 
utes later, up came the chicken pat- 


All. 


ties 
They were lying neatly placed 


on the coarse, rather dirty, kitchen 
rubber, just as I had left It folded. 


One Christmas day we determined 


on a luncheon party. The menu, cf 
course, had to include roast turkey 
and plum pudding, and mutton cut- 
lets were ordered as an alternative 
to the turkey. All asked which should 
be served first, and I instructed him 
to send both up at the same time. 
He not only did that, but he put their 
on the same dish! 


When Mohammedans Fast. 


At one particular time of the year 


most people's houses are uncomfort 
able. 
This is during Remadan, the 


month of fasting, when all good Mo- 
hammedans fast from sunrise to sun- 
set. 
By the end of tbe day they 


are naturally hungry, and they pass 
the night in alternately feasting and 
sleeping. 
As may be imagined, this 


kind of life does not conduce to their 
being very bright or lively in the day- 
time and Europeans generally are glad 
the feast of Balram arrives, 
after 


which their servants can resume the 
ordinary routine of life. 


By the end of my second year in 


the country I bad got to understand 
the ways of tbe Berberln and had 
really come to appreciate them as 
servants. 
In many ways they left 


much to be desired, childish as they 
were and liable to fall us hopelessly

cook's direction. The first course con- 
sisted of an enormous tureen full of 
thick soup, which would alone have 
almost satisfied a dozen hungry men. 
The next was even more overwhelm- 
ing—a mountain of mashed potato, 
with sixteen mutton cutlets aranged 
round it in a formidable row! 


He Followed Instructions. 


The first occasion on which visitors 


broke bread In our bouse was when 
two friends turned up rather unexpect- 
edly one day to luncheon. I slipped 
down to the kitchen to have a look 
round and to make sure that All 
•erred up the food in an appetising 
way. There were some excellent lit- 
tle chicken patties as a first course, 
but that morning I had had no time 
to enter into detail* as to how these 


at critical moments; but they were al- 
ways cheerful and willing, never quar- 
reled among themselves 
and that 


most odious of all phrases, "It's not 
my work," never fell from their lips. 
They judged it every one's work to 
help the house to run smoothly and 
this made up for many shortcomings. 


Berberin are supposed by many to 


be Incapable of affection or fidelity. 
That may be, though I can bear wit- 
ness that when we finally left Egypt 
Abdool, after hearing of our approach- 
ing departure, passed a week In team. 
But one trait at least in them appeal* 
to one, and that Is their devotion to 
children. Though I would not pin too 
much faith on their interest In us, 
I am quite sure that any of our serv- 
ants wovld haw laid down their lira* 
to benefit tut little dancntor.
